On June 22,2007, the Commission ordered that the conference be convened. 

Beginning the conference, Mr. Wuetcher stated that Commission Staff would 
prepare minutes of the conference for the case record, that a copy of these minutes 
would be provided to all parties, and that all parties would be given an opportunity to 
submit written comments upon those minutes. 

Mr. Hughes and Mr. Spenard indicated that neither party wished to make 
opening statements. Mr. Spenard stated that the Attorney General (“AG”) would not 
present any witness. Mr. Hughes stated that Mr. Harrison would testify on behalf of 
Northern Kentucky Water District (“NKWD”). He further stated that NKWD did not 
expect to present any other witnesses, but that Mr. Bragg and Mark Lofland would be 
available if the AG or Commission had questions in their area of expertise that Mr. 
Harrison could not answer. 

Cammissicm Staff inquired whether NKWD would present either drawings or 
photographs of water meter installations to better illustrate the need for its requested 
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relief. Mr. Hughes stated that NKWD had such photographs and was prepared to 
present them in a digital format. Commission Staff advised that it would make 
arrangements In accommodate this presentation. 

Mr. Huglies inquired whether Commission Staff required any further information 
other than that already presented in the written testimony or responses to information 
requests. Mr. 'fluetcher stated that, while the record had an exact number of inside 
building meter installations resulting from municipal water distribution systems that the 
water district had acquired, it lacked a total number of such installations, Mr. Hughes 
stated that NKWD would ascertain this number. 

Mr. Speriard indicated that the AG did not wish an opportunity to submit written 
briefs. Mr. Hughes stated that NKWD wished to retain the option of submitting such a 
brief. He further stated that NKWD did not presently intend to submit such brief, but 
may reconsider depending upon the issues raised at hearing. 

The conference then adjourned.
